Greeks Continue Successes 


‘Though much slowed down, the Greck army 
seems {0 be continuing to make advanees, in 
spite of redoubled allan efforts. Conditions in | 
‘Albania must be appalling, with snow and ice 
{aking almost as much toll ag the actual fght~ 
Ing. Both sides must necessarily suffer trom 
these conditions, but it is probable that the 
Ttallans, being less accustomed to ferce winters, 


of the Greek army itself, before full ald could 
be obtained from Britain. Since the first day» 
of the Mghting the RAF. has been able to con~ 
tribute substantially to the Greek vietories, but 
theirs has always been a subsidiary role, im- 
Portant, it is true, but subordinate (o the work 
of the men on the ground, who kave captured 
‘mountain heights from strong Italian opposition 
and performed miracles of valour through 
frozen marshes and deep snows. Though the 
Greeks of today know that theirs ls not the pure 
Face which produced men like Aristotle and 
Plato; though their blood has been corrupted 
by the long period during which they were en- 
slaved by the Ottoman Empire, they have not 
forgotien thelr great national ‘tradition. ‘Thelr 
present rulership is of the authoritarian type, 
but the rulers have always respected the de- 
mocratie tendencies which are deeply rooted in 
‘the mind of the people. Any sort of suppression 
of froe thought such as is enforced {nthe 
{totalitarian states would quickly breed revolu- 
tion in Greece, where the people like to dis- 
curs openly ‘thelr public life. To them, 
therefore, a threat of complete submission 10 
outside tyranny is doubly terrible. They have 
hhad experionce of such tyranny in the past, and 
they will not submit to anything like it again, 
This is one explanation of the determination 
and courage with which they have taken up the

Linuing, in spite of the enormous diiculties, to 
win victories, 





French at Tobruk 


Unless it ts with the Idea of keeping the Ger- 
mans quict at ony cost, it is a little digicult to 
see why the French offal news agency, Havas, 
should deny that any French forces took part 
Jn the capture of the important Fascist base in 
‘Africa, Tobruk. It has never bee?. claimed that 
the French troops concerned in the operations 
in Libya against the Italians ore men who owe 
allegiance to Vichy : they are alll men who have 
seen At to oppose the policy of the Vichy Gov- 
‘ernment and have proved that they are willing 
to risk thelr lives in the one e.use in which 
they see the ultimate salvatlon of ,heir country. 
‘The British imperial forces are proud to have 
these men with them, and are among the frst 








| to pay tribute to the magnificent part they are 


playing in the successes now being won against 
the Iatians. Both at Bardia and ‘Tobruk these 





are fecling it more than the Greeks. This is 
nevertheless no disparagement of the Greek ex- | 
ploit in holding at frst, and later heavily de- 
feating, a Power greaily superior in numbers, 
resources, and equipment. It should not be 
forgotten’ that most. severe reverses inflicted 








upon the Italians were a result of the prowess 


‘men, excelled themselves. The majerity of them 
are men who have joined the Allies from Syria, 
where they had plenty of opportunity to learn 
the methods of warfare most sultable to con 
ditions in the Near East. As crmpared with 
some of the imperial troops who have been so

A story, which 
‘comes from the Franco-Ttallan frontier ean be 
taken as an illustration of this. Tt is given for 
what it is worth, ‘and without any sort of 
guarantee. It says’ that upon the frontier Prench 
froops have erected signboards In Greek, 
stating: “This is the frontier, There Js no need 
to come any further.” 








‘A “Bogus” War 


‘A number of directly contradictory despatches 
are coming outof Indo-China and Bangkok de 
seribing the fighting which seems to be: occurring, 
at different places along the frontier between 
the two countries. From the mcny assertions 
and claims being made by both sides, it Is 
@imMeult to ascertain the truth, but on the whole 
It may be gathered that whatever land fighting. 
has so far taken place has been of a minor 
character and Js not likely to arect the Issue 
In dispute, which is the return to Thailand of 
various territories which were fo-merly in the 
possession of that country and which are now 
Incorporated in Indo-China, Some assertions 
have been made, chiefly in the press in Tokyo, 
that Great Britsin is acting behind the. sen 

In Bangkok and. encouraging the Thallanders to 
‘make things as dificult for the Freneh in Indo: 
China as they can, Similar assertions have been, 
maide from Vichy. ‘They can all be dismissed a9 
plain rubbish, Britain has nothing to gain. and 
much which mit be gravely endangered’ from 
‘any confilet s0 close to the Malay States. Lon 
don has made considerable concessions during 
the last twelve months with a view of prevent 
ing the spread of fighting in the Far East, and 
cancelled some of those concessions only when 
{it became obvious that thelr purpose had been 
‘misunderstood and that they had been inter 
preted in certain quarters as a sign of weakness 
fand an excuse for demanding more. It 19 pos 
sible that as a result of the action of the French 
navy in the Gulf of Siam there may be a Tull 
In the reports of hostilities, since the Thal Meet 
seem to have received a erippling blow. Three 
small Siamese destroyers have beon sunk, 
large destroyer has elther been badly damaged 
‘or sunk, and a coost-guard vessel. has been 
seriously damaged. Other ships are also report= 
‘ed to have suffered during the engagement, This 
‘can be taken as a major reverse for Siam, and 
may cool the ardour of those extremists’ who 
have been agitating in Bangkok for a full dress 
war. They may bo persuaded to accept the rea 
sonable offer of the French Government to talk 
out mutual difficulties around a conference table, 





























Bombing Accuracy 


German propaganda hay: recently “been -em- 
phasizing that British bombers, having to. fly 
Jong distances to reach thelr ‘objectives, are 
forced to carry lighter loads ‘of bombs than 
German machines which may atiaek Exgland. 
This is perfectly true, The numbir and welght 
of bombs a plane can carry are largely’ deter 
mined by the length of flight necessary to reaeh 
the target. But that is only part of the ‘story 
‘The other and more important part is the ae 
curacy of the bombing. A German land miso 
dropped from a height of twenty thousand fect 
for more has less chance of doing serious dam= 
‘age than a well-aimed British Lomb. dropped. 
from a height of ten thousand fect. Owing to 
the Intensity of British anti-aircraft fire, Ger 
man bombers have been forced to keep 0 such 
heights when flying over Britain that aceuracy 
of aim is impossible. A result Is that a number 
ofthe bombs of heavy weirht are simply 
wasted, damaging. buildings which have no mill 
{ary value, The British, however, usually bomb 
thelr targets in Germany from considerably. 
lower levels, in spite of the fact that the Ger 
man antivaireraft fire is extremely -fleree. 
‘Though they may be smaller than some of the 
German bombs, British bombs do more import 
fant damage, There have been instances when 
British bombers have gone as low as five hund- 
Fed fect over German aerodromes, and at five 
hhundred feet they cannot miss: The German at- 
temple to minimize the effect of British bomb- 
Ings may apply in a certain degree to targets in 








eastern Germany, but they do not apply 
in the “caso ‘of the Ruhr and” centres 
of German industry In the west. of 


the country, In raids on these eit'es the British 
planes can carry missiles every bit as heavy a3 
any German raiders have earfled. The distance 
from British air bases to the Ruhr is no greater 
than that flown by the Germanz from bases in 
north-eastern France to' Sheffield.

‘A political sensation has been pro- 
vided by an editorial in today's "Ta 
Kung Pao,” a leading Chungking 
“dally, which for the first time reveals 
that the trouble with the New Fourth 
Army began last July, and then goes 
‘on to make a fervent appeal to. the 
government {o be cautious and lenl- 
ent in its settlement of the trouble 
for fear of endangering China's hard 
won national unity, 

“This affair, so far as we know, 1s 
not a surprise,” says the “Ta Kung 
Pao,” and goes on to quote a tcle- 
‘gram from Generals Ho. Ying-ching 
and Pal Chung-hsi (Minister and 
vice-Minister for War) addressed to 
Chu ‘Teh, Peng Teh-hual, Yeh ‘Ting 
and Hslang Ying, Communist leaders, 
complaining of conflicts between the 
New Fourth Army and Central Gov- 
ernment troops, 

“Legally discipline must be en 
forced, Politically there must be 
Justlee and harmony. The political 
views of parties may’ differ because 
they all desire good government, and 
the Government should strive ali the 
harder to improve the administration 
in order to satisty the aspirations of 
the people, 

“The Kuomintang party should re~ 
neember Dr, Sun Yat-sen's words— 
‘under heaven there hould be justice 
everywhere/—and direct their efforts 
to the establishment of a government 
devold of corruption and inefelency," 
the daily states, pointing out that the 








New Fourth Army had a different 
organization from other armies and 
was only incorporated into the Chi- 
nese forces after the outbreak of the 
war with Japan. While we do not 
find it necessary to request the Gov- 
ernment to treat the New Fourth

NEW AXIS MOVES 
Jan. 22, 


‘Two important developments in Europe 
may be the forerunners of new developments. 
Coincident with the announcement that a 
reconciliation has been effected between Mar~ 
‘shal Pétain and M, Laval comes publication 
fof the news that Hitler and Mussolini have 
hhad another of their famous secret meetings. 
‘With regard fo the former there Is every 
reason t0. believe that Marshal Pétain has 
succumbed to German pressure, and that 
Laval will be given some post of importance 
in accordance with German wishes, the 
principal idea prevailing at present being. 
‘that he may be appointed Vichy’s representa~ 
tive in Paris. Should, however, he be given 
his old position in the Vichy Cabinet it will 
mean that Marshal Pétain’s surrender will 
have been complete, for Laval would return. 
to office strengthened by the fact of German 
‘support before which the Marshal has had to 
yield. At the moment it 1s not possible to 
ascertain in which direction German pres~ 
sure will continue to be applied, but that 
another attempt will be made to secure con- 
cessions from Vichy, such as permission, to 
Send German troops through unoccupled 
‘France, may be taken for granted. 

Complete obscurity surrounds the meeting 
of the dictators at some unspecified spot, 
Oficial sources in Berlin issue the customary 
rigmarole to the effect that "The meeting 
represents one of the more precise’ applica~ 
tlons of the policy of total silence regarding 
developments which still are in the process 
‘of formation in connection with important 
military and potitieal events.” Despite the 
fact that the two men are said to have “had 
fa thorough exchange of views on the situa~ 
tion” and that “friendship and a complete 
identity of views existed,” the chances are 
that it was a most uneasy reunion, Both had 
to do some explaining away. Hitler un- 
doubtedly had to explain to Mussolini why 
it was not possible to grant Malian demands 
on France on the one hand, and the failure 
fof his diplomatic offensive’ of last October 
and November on the other, while Mussolini 
most probably had to explain 
reverses he has sustained and js sustaining in 
‘Albania, Libya and in north-east Africa, 
‘That the conversations were conducted in a 
friendly atmosphere may be taken for 
granted, for whatever Mussolini may think 
of Hitler he is in no position to be anything 
else than completely subservient, 

If it transpires that as a result of this 
meeting Germany assumes control of Axis 
operations in the Mediterranean, fighting, of 
course, {0 the last Italian, it should occasion 
no surprise. Obviously Hitler cannot be at 
all satisled with the contribution Italy is 
making to the common cause, for all that it 
has achioved up to the present is failure. 
‘Whatever Mussolini might allege was the 
cause of this the Germans undoubtedly think 
that it is-due to complete ineptitude on the 
part of the Italian command, and the un- 
popularity of the war among the Italian’ 
Masses. Tt is stated that the two men 
‘examined diplomatic moves sald to have 
hbeen mado by the United States seeking to 
urge the Italians to cease fighting at Ger- 
many's side, The tale does not appear to 
be at all plausible. Any attempt by Italy 
to withdraw from the war now would be 
resisted by Germany, and. would inevitably 
Jead to its immediate subjugation. For other 
reasons there would be some objections to a 
separate peace with Italy, not the least of 
which {s that she would’ have to be sub- 
jected “Yo the British blockade as a possible 
route through which supplies could be im= 
ported into Germany, and it ie not in the 
east desirable from that point of view that 
she should be allowed to regain that status 
of neutrality which Mussolini so lightly 
abandoned last year. 

‘These meetings, which are now to be re- 
cognized as heralding some new Axis move, 
are not unlike a boxer signalling his punches, 
‘The sole exception is that the Axis Powers 
are able to maintain complete secrecy as to 
where the next blow will be struck, ‘That 
is not so important now as it was, say, a 
year ago, for by every stroke Hitler has Te~ 
‘duced the number of alternatives, of which 
‘only three now exist, namely, an ‘attempt to 
invade Britain, a united offensive in the 
Mediterranean and a German advance in the 
Balkans, with ald to Italy in Albania. 
































Against ony of these developments Great 
Britain ond her allies have made all the 
‘dispositions possible, and the chances of a 
surprise blow are less now than they have 
Geen at any time during this struggle. 








“THE DEVIL WAS SICK’ 
Jan, 22. 


‘Towards the end of October reports were 
current that Hitler planned a new peace 
move, and was sending a secret emissary to 
the United States. He was a Benedictine 
monk, Father Odo,” formerly Duke Charles 
Alexander of Wurttemberg. Father Odo, like 
good Roman Catholic, started off by hating 
Hitler and all “his works, but the notable 
‘concessions which he has made to Catholics 
in Germany since the commencement of the 
war resulted in winning Father Odo over 
to Hitler’s side together with a number of 
other German Roman Catholic prelates, and 
Father Odo was entrusted with the secret 
mission to the United States. On his way 
there he passed through Portugal where he 
talked frecly with the officials with whom 
he came in contact, describing his last inter~ 
view with Hitler before he left. In Father 
(Odo's own words “Hitler revealed himself as 
a great statesman,—more than that, as a 
veritable superman.” Hitler according to 
hig emissary commenced the interview by 
telling him’ that he had never formally re~ 
nounced his Catholic faith, and was in fact 
a good Catholic. “The blackest day of my 
life,” he said, “Was the day I agreed to the 
Pact with Stalin, that Bolshevik Beelzebub.” 
He continued, according to Father Odo: — 
“Many people thought then that I had 
radically changed my beliefs. But history will 
forgive me for that act because of what it has 








fot only will history pardon .me; it wilt 
‘me. It will venerate me when I have 
fed Europe from the great beast of

ayers never can be, but it is essential that 
sufficient funds shall be voted immediately 
in order that the Council can continue its 
funetions properly. From the reports of the 
Economy Committee it is perfectly clear that 
no further retrenchment is possible without 
severely impairing the efficiency of the 
Council's service. ‘That is a bare fact which 
has to be faced. No additional economies 
‘could possibly do much to assist the Council 
in the task of administering the affairs of 
the International Settlement, and all that can 
now be looked for is additional revenue. 

In this connection it is to be noted that in 
its annual survey the Couneil gave its reasons 
for turning down the proposal that the fin- 
ances of the International Settlement should 
be assisted by means of a lottery. ‘They were 
not particularly convincing, especially ‘the 
‘one referring to the bad name which Shang- 
hai would get by resorting to such a device. 
Yet lotteries are held periodically in such 
places as Manila and New South Wales, and 
it is yet to be discovered that either of those 
places suffers any degree of reproach. If, as 
it is believed, such a scheme were adopted 
the probubilities are that very considerable 
assistance would be forthcoming, and had 
that been done when the suggestion was made 
last year there is every reason to suppose 
municipal finances would not be in the sorry 
state they now are. The conclusion to be 
drawn is that the proposal should even now 
be thoroughly investigated, for the rates can~ 
not be increased much more without doing 
very considerable harm to the economic 
condition of the Settlement. Incidentally it 
might be remarked that the morals of the 
matter can hardly be said to be involved 
when the amount of illicit gambling which 
goes on under the very noses of the authori- 
ties is taken into consideration. 

It is to be hoped that the amendment to 
the Counell's resolution No. 2, providing for 
the inerease in rates, proposed by Mr. Y.

Occasionally mistakes are made 
and the unfortunate wearer of 
may find himself up against the q 
sometimes rudeness of others more properly’ 
wearing it. 

Lieut.-Colonel Bingham’s fault in writing 
to “The Times” is probably. thoroughly well 
covered by army regulations but there really 
ought to be some form of poetic justice meted

ed. For instance he might be condemned to 
‘wear his school tie on al and every occasion, 
and having to do so for say a number of 
years with evening” as well as morning 
clothes, would’mark him out for the snob 
he appears to be, and eventually make him 
thoroughly sick of the idea.

DASTARDLY OUTRAGE - 
Jan, 24. 

If the consideration of municipal matters in 
Shanghai is to be accompanied by the use 
of lethal weapons a more disgraceful state 
of affairs it would be dimMcult to imagine, 
‘The attack upon Mr. W. J. Keswick, Chair 
man of the Municipal Council, at the special 
meeting of ratepayers held at the Race 
Course yesterday afternoon cannot but be 
most roundly condemned. ‘The fact that the 
‘man who fired the shots went to the meeting 
armed is in itself a most disquieting factor, 
indicating that the whole crime was pre~ 
meditated, for why otherwise would it have 
been necessary to carry the weapon? Let 
it be said at once: this most deplorable in- 
cident clearly demonstrates a degree of 
irresponsibility on the part of whoever is 
guilty of the shooting which wholly unfits 
the perpetrator of this outrage and those who 
think like him for participation in the dis- 
cussion of municipal affairs, for it betrays a 
degree of political immaturity which is un- 
thinkable in this day and age. Is it to be 
believed for one moment that such outrageous 
behaviour on the part of someone piqued as 
a Fesult of the voting at yesterday's meeting, 
when the “amendment to the Council's 
resolution, proposed by the Japanese, was 
defeated, is likely to deter ordinary law 
abiding ratepayers from carrying out their 
duties? People, who think that it may, 
completely fail’ to understand the implica 
tions of manhood, 

It speaks well for those present at the 
meeting, and especially those responsible for 
allaying the excitement amongst the Japanese, 
that the incident did not lead to something 
in the nature of a general brawl, ‘That this 
‘was averted is the only pleasing feature of 
what cannot but be regarded as a most dis- 
graceful affair. In the International Settle 
ment of Shanghai feelings have at times 
run high between various sections of this 
very cosmopolitan community, but it is a 
matter of history that tempers have «always 
been kept, and disputes generally settled in 
an amicable spirit. It will be a matter for 
the greatest possible regret if such a happy 
state of affairs is not to continue. At 
same time it is to be devoutly hoped 

















tempers. Indignation at the 
murder of Mr. Keswick will undoubt 
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high, for nothing more cowardly than to 
shoot down an unarmed man merely because 
ot a. political difference, a difference for 
which he is by no means responsible, can 
be Imagined. It calls for the severest’ con 
demnation from all people of good will. 

‘There can be no doubt about it that the 
whole of Shanghai will desire to see that 
the man guilty of this behaviour shall be 
brought to justice. ‘The Japanese authorities 
owe it to themselves to see that this is done, 
for it cannot be believed that they will in 
‘any way seck to condone this grave offence 
against Jaw and order. The man who has 
committed such a dastardly outrage obviously 
deserves the most condign punishment, and 
Japanese law can only be vindicated by 
‘making sure that this shall be the case. For 
Mr. Keswick there can only be the greatest 
sympathy in the wanton suffering which has 
been inflicted upon him at a time when he 
was doing his best for the interests of the 
community as a whole. It is to be hoped 
that everything possible will be done to limit 
the repercussions of this most lamentable] 
‘affair, and that those who are guilty will 
be brought to a proper realization of their 
responsibilities and of the fact that the 
business of Shanghat has not in the past and 
‘cannot now be conducted along gangster lines 
rather than those favoured by reasonable’ 
men, 





THE FALL OF TOBRUK 
Jan. 24. 

In the forty-four days which have elapsed 
ssinee the British commenced thelr onslaught 
‘upon the. Italian trdops, which had established 
positions, inside the Egyptian border, they 
hhave succeeded in driving the enemy back 
‘approximately 240 miles. to Derma where 
British advanco forces are now stated to be, 
‘and have captured Sidi Barrani, Bardia, and| 
now ‘Tobruk. Between 20,000" and 30,000 
prisoners have been take! with large quanti- 
ties of material and stores at Tobruk bringing, 
‘the total number of Italian and Italian 
colonial troops. put out of action to about 
185,000. In other words two-thirds of Mar- 
shal Graziont’s. alleged mighty army have 
bboen, put out of business, and the way cleared| 
fora further advance towards Benghazi. 
‘Thus again has been proved the wisdom of 
Mr, Churchill's policy during last auturnn of| 
maicing every preparation for an attack upon 
the Italians, during a period when his crities 
were clamouring for action. He is con 
sequently justified. in his remark that he 
endured their taunts silently because he knew| 
Jarge,and daring measures had already been 
taken Which now have thelr trults, 

tis but natural that the enemy shoutd seek 
to minitnize this third important vietory. ‘The: 
German news agency states that “According 
to military exports the town of Tobruk Is of| 
‘no importance in. the defence ot Cyrenaica, 














but would, however, be a danger to the 


‘To waste a foree of between 
20,000 and 30,000 men in holding a position| 
which could only possess a nuisance value, 
may be food generalship from the enemy 
point of view though it ean hardly commend 
itsolt to commanders who do not regard their 
men merely as so much cannon fodder.

‘The conelusion to 
be :drawn is: that the Australians and other 
uhitsinthe British and Allied forces are 
pfoving just a little too tough for the enemy. 
What is.an amazing feature of the whole 
situation is that for the past six weeks 
Marshal. Graziani has apparently made no 
real endeavour to stop the British advance. 
‘The fact that they have been able to push 
‘on beyond Tobruk as far as Derna, without 
meeting anything in the nature of’ effective 
Yesistance, suggests more of an Italian rout 
than anything else. It cannot be argued| 
that Marshal Graziani has been retreating for 
the purpose of luring the British into a posi 
tion where an Italian counter-attack might 
have some chance of success, for it is quite 
clear that, with the very substantial reduction 
of the forces at his disposal, he is in, no 
condition {o attempt a countor-offensive. 
Indeed in Libya as in north-eastern Africa 
the British have seized the initiative, and 
by forceful aggressive measures have definite~ 
ly removed the Italian threat to the Suez 
Canal: which was Marshal Graziani’s main 
objective. Italy has failed in northern Africa 
‘and the British may confidently be expected 
to write “Finis” to Italian hopes on the 
southern shores of the Mediterranean. 
‘This has been largely due to the fact that 
the British Navy has at all times maintained 
control of the Italian mare nostrum. Sup~ 
plies: have been -convoyed through that 
sea without any very great hindrance. 
Naval units have been able to protect the 
British right flank and assist in destroying 
the enemy fleeing along the coastal road west= 
wards. .At Sidi Barrani, Bardia and now! 
Tobruk ‘they have been able to pour shells 
into the enemy positions in a manner which 
‘has greatly assisted the British and forces, 
and though ‘the Germans are now going to 
ithe assistance of the Tialians it fs more than 
ikely that that help has arrived {oo late.

For this reason it is to be hoped that sancr 
counsels will prevail in the Japanese com-| 
‘munity, and that men of weight, of judgment 
and of aptitude will make their influence felt 
‘over those misguided sections of the Japanese 
community, which would sock to obtain by 
force decisions, which should only be arrived 
at by quiet consideration, and courteous deli- 
beration, 

‘There remains but one other matter to be| 
dealt with and that was the manner in which 
the meeting and the disturbance which ended 
it wore dealt with. Mr. Poul Scheel, Consul-

ROBERT BURNS 


Jan, 25. 
In an old clay biggin’ by the side of the 


the theories the one which seems most 
attractive is that the man was a great rebel 
fas any real individualist must necessarily 
be. He was from the first a source of un- 
easiness to his father who had endeavoured 
fo bring him up in the fear of God, but the 
whole of his life was. in effect a rebellion 
against the gloom of Presbyterianism: H. V. 
‘Morton in his splendid bool “In search of 
Scotland” aptly remarks that: 

Centuries of repression spoke in him; he 
was Scotland's only great expression of animal 
humanity since the Reformation. He snapped 
hhis pagan fingers at the gloomy Kirk-made, 
ugly” vindletive, narrow-minded, key-hole 
gazing tradesman's god and opened his arms 
to the beauty of the earth. He was a faun born 
{nan age of clastic-sided boots. He sinned and 
sinned again, yet now and agoin there shot 
Urough him—for so. strong is heredity,—a 
twinge of respect for the ethies of gloom. 


But that was not his only rebellion. As a 
poet he was in revolt against the fashions of 
the day, with Its artifelal and quasi-elassical 
style, with all the gods and goddesses of the 
Greek and Roman Pantheons, and the simper= 
{ing women with pretentious names. Jane, 
Ann’or Mary was good enough for him, and 
with them he blazed a new trail and made 
hiis verse appeat closer to the humanities than 
any Scottish poet had done up to that time. 
He was no parlour poet depending upon the 
inspiration of artifelal beauties or seeking 
‘the polite polished phrase in which to record 
his thoughts, but a sturdy son of the soll, 
with a vision broader than the acres he 
ploughed. He was the bard of the open alr, 
of the woodlands, of the cottage, of all the 
simple things of life which are only the 
true essentials, and above all he was an-ens 
tirely natural’ singer. 

‘An example of that rugged naturalism is 
to be found in a comparison between Ramsay's 
and his version of perhaps ‘the best. known 
Scottish song. Ramsay wrote:— 

Methinks around us on’ each bough 
‘A thousand Cupldy play . 
‘hist through the groves T walk with you 
Bach object makes mo. g4y. 
Since your roturn—the sun and: moon 
‘With brighter beams do. shine 
Streams murmur soft notes while Uhey run 
‘As they did Tang syne 
But Burns's was the nobler approach to the 
subject, using - good broad tones. where 
Ramsay merely tinkled:— 
We'twa hae run about the braes 
‘And pu’ the. gowans fin 
But w 
‘sin en 
We twa hae paidtd in the burn 
“Free morning. sun till dine 
‘But seas between us brald thse roared 
“Sin-auld Jang syne, : 
tiven' the familiarity of the latter. serves to 
emphasize the utter simplicity of the poet in 
his: methods. 

It Js trué that. lke so many writer he 
borrowed from others, but there can be no 
doubt that inevitably. he improved upon the 
‘themes he had chosen. Even here 

he gave more than he recelved ; he brought 
forth “an hundredfold'; he summed up. the 
stray material of the past and added so much 
ot his own that ono of the most conspleuoUs 
features of his tyrieat gentus Is ts variety In 
now paths. Between the frat of the war songa, 
composed ina storm ona moor, and the 
pathos of “Mary in Heaven" "he. has made 
every chord in our northern life to. vibrate.

Both Italy and Germany are in alliance with 
+ Japan, but up to the present they have failed 
to fali into line with Japan's policy in the 
Far East. In refusing to commit themselves 
by recognizing the Nanking Government both 
those countries are endeavouring to play 
safe in the event ‘of Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek winning against the Japanese, and 
‘s0 Tong as recognition does not take place 
‘the dopr will always be left open to show 
to the National Government’ that after all 
the German and Italian Codlins were China's 
friends and not-the Japanese Short. In other 
words they fear to do with regard to the Sino~ 
Japanese hostilities, what Hiller has per~ 
suaded Japan to do in connection with the 
European war, namely, to back what may’ 
prove to be ‘the wrong horse. By their 
‘omission to take a most obvious step in 
favour of an Ally, Italy and Germany are 
endeavouring to play both sides of the board 
fat once, a piece of duplicity through which 
both Chinese and Japanese must ultimately 
‘Tho “Kokumin” is all wrong in suggesting 
that fifth column activities are deyoted to 
the furtherance of pro-British’ and pro- 
American sentiments in Japan. The only 
fifth column penetration which has taken 
place in Japan has been on behalf of Ger~ 
many. Some few weeks ago an amazing 
‘account was given of the manner in which 
German activities had penetrated into every 
walk of Japanese life, including even the 
establishment of a German in one of the 
Government's offices. Filtration of Nazi pro- 
pagandists into Japan has been on a par with 
the same process which has been followed 
so successfully in other countries in a 
endeavour to Nazify the whole world. ‘The 
existence of a large section of the Japanese 
masses, very doubtful indeed of the policies 
to which the Government has been forced 
through military extremists, who have plung- 
gd the country into what may yet prove: to 
be an economic catastrophe, is not the result: 
of any British, or American underground 
‘activities, but rather of a full recognition of 
the dangers which Japan faces. Naturally it| 
sults the book of the Nazi organization in 
Japan for the impression to get abroad that | 
fifth column activities are indulged in only: 
by Britain and the United States. ‘The fact 
4s, howover, that it is they and they alone 
who maintain any such organization in Japan, 
working towards the betrayal of’ those 
Japanese at present so ill-advised as to trust 
them. ‘The Japanese have no justification 
whatover for expecting any other treatment 
from Germany than Italy is already under~ 
going. ‘There are no equal partners in the 
‘Tripartite Alliance, ond as Italy is being! 
now betrayed, so must Japan expect to be 
in the long run, ‘The alliance appears to 
have beon signed on the part of Germany 
‘and Italy with every possible mental reserv 
tion. Neither of them is prepared to go the 
‘whole distance vis-d-vis of China which that 
document demands of them, while the honey~ 
combing of the whole of the Japanese social 
and politieal structure by German  fifth| 
columnists is nothing but the unfriendly act 
of a soi-disant ally. 






































RUMANIA AND ITALY 
Jan, 27. 

For the greater part of last week the con- 
fused reports coming from Rumania prevent- 
ed any clear picture of the situation being 
formed, but now the insurrection of the Iron. 
Guard under M. Horia Sima has been sup- 
pressed, and General Antonescu, with the 
Rumanian army behind him, firmly establish~ 
ed in power a better idea of what his been 
happening is available, ‘The Iron Guard 
formed on the best Nazi pattern since the| 
abdication of King Carol has tended to get 
‘out of, hand, and has been indulging in ex- 
‘eosses of brutality and the like which Gener~ 
al Antonescu sought to bring under control. 
For a time he was thwarted by the Germans 
who sought to maintain a balance of power 
between the rival interests, To a certain 
extent that succeeded, but when General! 
Antonescu commenced” to replace Iron 
Guardsmen formerly occupying executive 
positions with army offleers, the Iron Guard, 
fearing. a military dictatorship, initiated a 
coup d'état in the hope of being able to seize 
power. ‘The Nazis appear to have decided 
to support the Government, leaving thelr 
-Adeological friends in the lurch in the usual) 
typical manner, and after some days of fight-| 
ing General Antonescu has secured the upper’ 
hand. 

‘Whether the insurgents would have done| 
better had they concentrated upon the task, 
of fighting the Government Instead of per-| 
secuting, and murdering several hundreds of 
Jews can now never be decided, The Iron 
Guard directly under the leadership of M. 
‘Sima appears to have done its utmost to gain| 
the day, but other sections were more con- 
cerned with attacking the Jews and robbing| 
their homes, probably because it was safer to| 
attack defenceless people. ‘The energetic 
action taken by the Rumanian Premier-dicta- 
tor appears to have placed him firmly in the 





saddle, and, combining the support of the! 
Army with’ the more moderate elements of| 
‘the Tron Guard, he should now be able to| 
maintain control to the exclusion of, all com- 
etitors General Antonescu intends to form 
fan entirely new Government, but it is 
pected that it will still remain on the side| 
of the Axis. With large German forces al- 
ready in Rumania it is not likely that it] 
would do anything else, for the Germans are| 
in a position to seize the country whenever| 
they want, and neither the Rumanian Army 
nor the Iron Guard is in any position to pre~ 
vent them. 

Tt is obviously the desire of the Germans 
fo sce that Rumania remains tranquil, and 
the withdrawal of their support from the! 
Iron Guard was dictated by the belief that so 
Jong as the Army remained loyal to General 
‘Antonescu there would be little opportun- 
lity of unseating him. ‘They’ consequently’ 
backed the right horse, and did everything, 
short of fighting themselves, to make sure that 
it won, ‘That by quiet demonstration they 
prevented much bloodshed is reported to have 
had the effect of making the Germans in’ 
Rumania more popular than ever. It is about 
the only country which the Germans have| 
‘occupied in which they are, and it is doubt 
{ul whether their popularity will even there 
bbe of Tong duration. 

in this connection it is interesting to note 
the report of the Belgrade correspondent of| 
the Columbia Broadcasting System to the 
effect that rioting has broken out in Milan 
and ‘Turin, According to this information 
German troops have occupied the Milan rail- 
way station, the telephone and post office 
buildings, while a large number of Nazi 
troops are already stationed in northern Italy. 
‘The report requires confirmation, but it is 
a significant feature of the present situation 
that such a development has long been ex- 
peeted, and is by no means now improbable. 
‘The defeats which the British and their Al- 
ies have inficted upon the Italians in Libya, 
the successes which are confidently expected 
in north-eastern Afriea must all ultimately 
have their effect upon the moral of the 
Italians, most of whom never wanted this 
war, and any general demand of the people 
for a cessation of the struggle will undoubt- 
edly lead to German, occupation of the coun- 
try. Mussolini has long ceased to be an 
equal partner in crime with Hitler. He is 
already in a subservient position, and should: 
he be forced to sue for peace will find his! 
country just another nation under the heel’ 
of the Nazis, 











HAS GRAZIANI GONE ? 


Jan. 29. 

‘The report concerning the dismissal of 
Marshal Graziani from his command in 
Libya, which emanates from Ankara, stil 
‘awaits confirmation, though the probabilities 
are that it is true. ‘Marshal Graziani entered. 
upon the North African campaign with the 
‘Suez Canal as his objective with very high 
hopes. The British forces in Egypt when he 
made his first advances across the Libyan 
desert were so small as to give rise to con- 
siderable anxiety lest he should strike before 
reinforcements in men and material could be 
sent to General Sir Archibald Wavell. ‘The 
situation was worsened by the collapse of 
France, which meant that the cooperation 
upon which Great Britain depended in 
northern Africa and Syria disappeared. 
During the period between the commence- 
ment of the war and Signor Mussolini's! 
‘eager entrance into it, when he believed it 
was practically finished, Italy had been 
sending considerable numbers of men and 
quantities of matorial across the Mediter- 
ranean in preparation for the onslaught on 
Egypt. Soizure of the Suez Canal meant the 
‘opening of the road to the Red Sea, and 
consequently the maintenance of the Italian 
Yorees in north-east Africa. 

Why Marshal Graziani held up his advance’ 
after occupying Sidi Barrani is not yet’ 
known, If the British could make the’ 
seventy-mile jump across the desert to strike 
fat Sidi Barrani, the Italians should have been 
‘able to do the same thing to strike at the 
British. ‘The only conclusion to be drawn 
follows the lines of a taunt levelled against 
the Talians in British Somaliland that they’ 
‘were not prepared to attack unless they were 
assured that they were in overwhelmingly 
superior strength. There was, however, one’ 
other reason and that was that, with Italy in 
the war and the British Navy in the Mediter~ 
ranean, Marshal Graziani feared for the 
regularity of supplies which alone would 
ensure his being able to thrust an offensive 
home to the fullest effect. Cut off from 
home bases as he was, he had to. choose 
between gambling for victory on his then 
available resodrees, or awaiting until such 
time as the Italians were able to reduce 
British Naval strength, and ensure the esta~ 
blishment of ah eflicient convoy system to 
repair the wastage which an offensive on a 
big scale would involve. 

Marshal Graziani, when be! realized, the 
growing strength of Great Britain in north’ 
and north-eastern Afriea, pleaded earnestly’ 
for reinforcements. He did not get them. 
Firstly, because the Blackshirt experts desired 
to embark upon the Greek adventure, which 
required all the men and material which 
otherwise should have gone fo Graziani, and 











Libya, the British Navy would have its say| 
about their reaching their destination. It is 
not suggested for one moment that the British 
Navy was able to maintain the strictest| 
blockade of the Libya ports, because distances | 
between them and Italien’ ports allowed of| 
short quick voyages to counter which the| 
British had to cover longer routes, this| 
providing a time factor in favour of the 
Ttalians though not sufficiently so as to pro- 
vide an opportunity of sending an uninter- 
rupted stream of supplies across the Medi- 
When General Sir Archibald Wavell was| 
‘completely ready, he struck. In less than 
two months Marshal Graziani lost about two- 
thirds of his effective strength in Libya, and 
it Is considered likely that before very’ Jong. 
the whole of Cyrenaica will be in British 
hands, Tt is more than likely that the Mar~ 
shal found himself hampered by Blackshiris 
more acquainted with Fascist polities than 
the hard task of soldiering. ‘There is at any 
rate some evidence that such -men as 
General Bergonzoli and others were un~ 
willing to stay by their men in defeat, but 
saved thelr own skins by secretly making off. 
‘Apart from the heavy blows which the 
British were administering, and the apparent 
inability of the Italians to fight any form of 
‘battle except that in which they are certain 
of vietory the cowardice of these Blackshirt 
Teaders must have helped greatly to deter- 
iorate the moral of the Italian troops. If 
Graziani has indeed disappeared from the 
scene it will be because the Fascist leaders 
fancied themselves to be far more able than 
the military experts upon whom they 
originally depended to bring them victory. 
‘They thought they knew better than the men 
‘who made their Empire for them by fighting, 
and though the military reputation of the 
Fascists is sadly deflated that of Mussolini 
himself has completely disappeared. 


THOSE BASES IN EIRE 
Jan. 29. 


‘Mr, Wendell Willkie, defeated Republican 
candidate for the presidency of the United 
States, but nevertheless a firm supporter of 
Mr. Roosevelt's policy of aid for Britain, 
‘who is in the United Kingdom for the purpose 
of sceing things for himself, has declared his 
{atention of visiting Ireland and seeing Mr. 
de Valera. ‘That, together with the declara- 
tion of Mr, Sean Lemass, Eite’s Minister of 
Supply, that the threat of an invasion had 
not 
following article entitled “Myopia in Eire 
which recently appeared in the “Living 
Age’! — 

If one ean understand tho disinelination of 
the Free State to permit the presence in 
Southern Ireland of British troops, it is more 
Aieult to comprehend the shorisightedness 
of the leaders of Eire in refusing bases on the 
Western ‘coast to the British Admiralty. No 
one will maintain, on the basis of the his 
{orical record, that the activities of the British 
in Ireland have invariably been motivated 
by a disinterested paternalism. Yet the most 
elementary. logic ‘argues that as between 
“Britain and Germany, Eire can have but one 
choice if she sincerely desires survival of her 
resent independence. Furthermore, it may 
iso be argued with reason that if she d 
not soon make the cholee of inteligence and 
self-interest, she may not have the opportun- 
ity of making any decision. The Nazis' U-boat 
campaign ig accelerating ; and in some weeks, 
recently, British freighter losses have exceed- 
fed those at the peak of- the submarine wat 
fare in the last war. Bire 1s by ro means sel{~ 
Suflcient; she cannot survive, any more than 
can Northern Ireland, without her imports 
fand re-imports from ‘England. Fecent days 
have disclosed that once again the Germans 
are concentrating thelr U-boat and raider 
campaign in mid-Atlantic, and between 100 
‘and 500 miles west of the Irish coast. The 
danger to Bire is even greater than the 
menace {0 Britain, for the latter at least has 
Weapons to continue the war, and Southern 
Ireland has none—save the indomitable spirit 
‘of her people, unfortunately no longer a high- 
Jy effective weapon in this era of mechaniza~ 
tion. 

"As Mr, Churchill explained last month in 
the House of Commons, the British Navy 
‘needs bases closer than its own ports to the 
Atlantic areas where the Nazis are lying in 
‘walt for British convoys. 

‘Eire could not be in a more exposed and 
defenecless position. If Mr. de Valera does 
hot soon persuade his people that the crassest 
self-interest, at this time, demands that the 
British Navy be given access to whatever 
Southern Ireland bases the Admiralty deems 
vital (primarily Queenstown, Berehaven and 
Loughswilly),. the time may not be distant 
when the British may be forced to pre-empt 
them. For the future relations between South 
ern Ireland and Britain, such an act of 
force would be calamitous. It must be plain 
to leaders of Bire, if the cables are to be be~ 
Meved,. that the British Government is ready 
to give Southern Ircland whatever guarantees 
it can—paper guarantees, that is true. Never 
theless, as between such’ guarantees, and the 
imminent threat of literal starvation and a 
Nazi invasion, horse sense would dictate Eire's 
immediate offer of these bases to Britain. 
‘The case for Bire definitely abandoning 

what is after all a purely fictitious neutrality 
could not possibly be made clearer. It is an 
undoubted fact that should the Germans seek 
fo invade Eire—a by no means remote

It is per- 
feclly plain that Mr. de Valera would then

willingly’ accept such aid, and it is equally 
clear that he would have to do so whether 
he liked it or not. In the first place it would 
be the duty of the British Navy to smash 
whatever lines of communication the enemy 
sought to establish across the seas. Doubt~ 
less the men who have been recruited in Eire 
for its defence would give a good account of 
themselves, for of the personal bravery of 
the Irish there has nover been the slightest 
question, but it would be essentially Britain's 
mission to help Eire. 

In the face of that fact, and of the com- 
plete economic and political dependence of 
Eire upon the rest of the British Isles Mr. 
de Valera’s attitude is hopelessly illogical. 
‘The downfall of the British Empire means 
the downfall of Eire. ‘The enslavement of 
the United Kingdom would mean the enslave 
ment of the people of Eire. Vague hopes of 
ever being able to preserve independence in 
the middie of a German hegemony established 
over the whole of Europe, which Hitler so 
clearly desires, cannot possibly justify Mr. de 
Valera’s policy, for they are based upon the 
certain knowledge that Hitler lias kept faith 
with no one and intends to continue that 
practice, Eire suffers the effects of the Ger 
man blockade of the British Isles: it will 
continue to do so as long as the British 
Navy is hampered by lack of advanced bases 
to deal with the enemy's raiders in the 
Atlantic, and in the words of the editorial 
of the ‘Living Age” “horse sense” dictates 
that Eire should make an immediate move 
to place the necessary bases at the disposal 
of the British Government for the duration 
of the war.

Britain has experienced a respite from heavy 
bombing by the Nazis, for which the weather 
iot the Nazis, may be thanked.

For Christian and sceptie 
understand full well that they are Aghting to 
conquer forces which would overthrow indivi 
‘dual and national honour and every belief upon 
which the civilization of the world has been 
built up. Some may call these beliefs and this 
respect for honour by different names, but the 
names do not really matter, What is funda- 
mental is that the Allies are now Aghting to 
preserve the most sacred foundations of a world 
in which people ean live without fear, against a 
gang of thugs who believe that the world can 
bbe ruled by fear. They are fighting to preserve 
the basies of Christianity.

Nanking Replacing 
Japanese Troops 


Shanghai, Jan, 24. 
So many Japanese | troops have 
been withdrawn from the east front 
(Chekiang, Kiangsu and- Anhwel) 
that in many occupied’ districts there, 
there are only a few Japanese and 
in some such districts, Chinese soldi- 
rs of the new Nanking régime have 
totally replaced the Japanacse, Quot- 
ing arrivals from Wuhu, the "Chinese 
American Daily News” reports that 
in ‘that Anhwel district, Japanese 
soldiers are conspicuous’ by thelr 
absence. ‘The same situation prevails 
in Nanking. ‘The Chinese have re- 
placed the Japanese as train guards. 

Bent on starting “her southward 
move, Japan is sald to have with- 
drawn troops {rom occupled areas in 
central China in large numbers. ‘The 
Topanese erected many concrete for~ 
‘nesses in streets in Wuhu and each | 
‘of them was guarded by three or 
five Japanese soldiers but now they 
have all ween replaced by Chinese 
soldiers, All city gates in Nanking 
‘are guanded by the Chinese them- 
elves, and only a few Japanese soldi- 
‘ean be seen in Nanking streets. 
‘The same condition prevails in all 
occupied districts in this part of the 
country, it, is stated. 

‘The sale of salt in Anhwel is sald 
to be under Japanese control and its 
price has reached the high mark of 
$1 per catty, Bach person is allowad 
to buy one catty each month 
Japanese military fx the 
Aistribution of 
who have no cash with which to buy 
salt, sell their cattle in order to buy 
it, But the Japanese purposely reduce 
pices of whatever the people offer 
In exchange for salt. The people sell 
‘oxen, sheep, chickens and eggs. 

in’ Tungling which is more than 
100° away from Wuhu and which 
is separated from the guerilla-con- 
trolled area only by a river, the rice 
Ig sold at the price of more’ than $80 
per plcul but in the guerilla area, the 
rice Ig more than $90 only.

“From: the viewpoint of restoring 
sound municipal burden, we cannot 
shut our eyes to the unstable nancial 
position of the Counell and the in= 
cessant. increase in munielpal rates 
‘and taxes, 

In our plan we suggest thot the 
‘Municipal deficit be met temporarily 
by a Joan, and that the obligation be 
iquidated’ at a. later date by"a fair 
distribution of the load under the 
revised, equitable taxation system. 
Opponents may say this Is nota 
sound financial poliey in view of the 
Counelt’s position, but that, T am 
trai, ts @ wealthy man’s point of 
'To achieve this goal, we earnestly 
request the Counell to take appro- 
priate measures for a careful study, 
with a view to adoption, of a fale, 
equitable, efficient and modern taxa: 
tion system. We also ask that the

Five Cabarets 
Bombed 
‘Shanghal, Jan, 26. 


‘An organized band of miscreants 
atlempted to strike terror in a num= 
‘ber of cabarets in the Settlement and 
‘a dancing resort in the French Con~ 
‘cession last night within the short 
‘space of two hours, resulting on 
‘several Chinese being wounded and 
the places being turned into a bedlam. 
‘The resoris concerned were the 
Paradise Ballroom, on the sixth floor 
‘of the ‘Sun Company; the Paramount 
‘Ballroom in the Bubbling Well District; 
the Mee Koo Mel Ballzoom on Yu Ya 
[Ching Road behind the New World; 
‘Cire’s at 444 Bubbling Well Road and 
‘the Green Spot on Avenue Edward 





‘The outrages, weke believe to be 
the work of an organized band of 
racketeers, who are attempting 0 
extort money from the resorts con~ 
cerned, Fires were started at several 
‘of the cabarets, requiring the attend- 
‘ance of the fire brigade, which 
promptly put out the blaze. 

At the Green Spot explosives placed 
ina tin receptacle similar to 0 
cigarette case went off at about 10) 
pam, No one saw the perpetrator of 
the outrage as the explosion oecurred 
in the middle of a dance while the 
dance floor was dimly lit. 

"Two Chinese, members of a private 
party occupying a table in a room on 
2 gallery overlooking the dance floor 
Were seriously injured by broken 
lass and were removed to hospitat. 
‘The place was envelopd in smoke and 
the detonation caused some damage 
to. the furniture and resulted in 
number of window panes being 
‘smashed, 

Ciro's Explosion 

At about 940 pm, a time bomb 
‘went off at Ciro's, popular resort on 
Bubbling Well Road resulting in in: 
jury. to two Chinese, Detectives of 
the Sinza Road police station made 
enquiries at the place and ascertain~ 
fed that the bomb was left behind a 
‘Sofa by two Chinese in foreign at- 
tire, who left the resort ten minutes 
before the explosion. The sofa was 
inthe middle of the hall. 

"The injured Chinese were rushed 
tothe Paulun “Hospital while the 
police scoured the district in search 
of the men responsible for the 
‘outrage, 

"The Mee Koo Mel ballroom in Yu 
Ya Ching Road within a stone's 
throw of the Paradise Ballroom which 
‘was also bombed was thrown into an 
uproar at about 930 pm. when o 
time bomb exploded jn a corner. No 
one was injured. z 

"Enquiries made by officers of the 
‘Sinza police disclosed that the bomb 
‘was left by two Chinese in foreign 
clothes who left the place shortly 
before the explosion, after placing 
the bomb behind a sofa. Window 
panes were smashed and some dam- 
‘age was done to furnishings in the 
Place. ‘The resort was filled with 
Emoke and the fire brigade attended, 

"The “Paradise Ballroom on the: 
sixth floor of the Sun Company was 
the vietim of the next outrage re~ 
sulting in five Chinese being injured, 
but not seriously, As in the previ- 
ous eases no arrests were made. 
The bomb which was described by 
police who visited the scene as a 
Bomb not of the high explosive type, 
was left behind a table by some 
unknown person, who left the place 
hhurriediy shortly before the explo: 

ion. 

‘At 1055, p.m. the Paramount Ball- 
room was the scone of the last| 
‘explosion which caused a smal] fre 
to breakout but, which was put out 
by the fire brigade which promptly 
responded to an alarm from the 
place. A near panic was 
by the explosion.

0280 for the same amount of cotton, 
While Woo Oen-foo, the fourth mer= 
Shane peld the man $19,722. 

Police investigations showed that 
the four merchants snd the sought 
man had agreed to place the forty 
bates of cotton with the Cotton.

$08,902.50 in the Wel Nyen Bank in 
Ningpo Road on the afternoon of 
January 18, two cheques of the two 
Rew complainants belng included in 
the amount. 

As the accused had an overdraft of 
‘$97,000, the bank deducted this sum 
{from the money deposited, thus leav- 
| ina a balance of $81,602.56. ‘Tis sum 
was further decreased by the accused 
whent he withdrew $6,000 before dis- 
appearing.

‘offices, two cotton mills, a cotton 
thread factory, foreign style tailor 
shops, a silk’ factory, two printing 
‘works, restaurant, vacuum flask foc- 
tory, P. W. D. transportation coolies, 
the ‘Commercial Press and several 
other concerns.

Child Protection 

“There ‘are four social workers, 
three regularly on the staff of the 
Divisions the fourth, 9 specialist in 
the field of problem children and 
juvenile delinquency, is the gift of 
the Community Chureh of Shanghai, 
This gift Is but one of the expressions 
of Interest and readiness to help in 
the work of the Section displayed 
since its Inception, In 1939 
Children's Aid Society opened a 
simple home for 100 beggar children, 
‘which has been placed at the disposal 
‘of the Section. In 1940 the Friends 
(Quakers) established a Receiving 
Home, where up to thirty young 
people may be placed temporarily 
during adjustment, and which has 
already contributed materially to 
thelr re-establishment after a critical 
moment in thelr lives. Another In- 
stitution caring for children with 
}remises in Nantao coming into being 
fat the close of the year, takes from 
Fespitals those who, thelr cure com- 
pleted, have no place to go, The 
Voluntary services of a qualified 
‘Amerlean social worker were offered 
to the Section in the autumn of 1940, 
Gifts totalling $2,500 to be used in 1 
service of children were recelved 
‘and handed on to co-operating in 
stitutions for the furtherance of pro- 
Jects to improve thelr work. It) is 
evident that the community will re, 
‘pond to the efforts to evolve admin- 
{istrative instruments to safeguard as 
effectively as possible the well-being 
of young people. Despite the size of 
‘the problem some progress is being 
mvade, 

“In 1940, the Section handled a 
total of 872 cases of victimized chil. 
eren, The majority, 682, were referred 
to the Section by'14 Police stations, 
re referred by other institutions, 
27 by individuals, 12 by hospitals, and 
two made application themselves, Of 
this total 204 were boys, 268 single 
girls, and 14 young married women. 
fn the majority of cases the only 
adjustment and the most fitting is 
placement in institutions. But’ for- 
Kenately it is found possible to trace 
‘the parents, relatives and friends of 
miny. Altogether 160 were restored 
to friendly homes during the year, 


Juvenile Delinquency 
“The second group of young’ 
people, who come into the hands of 
the Police, are those accused of | 
breaking the law. In ali, 981 young! 
people under the age of 18° were 
‘before the Court during the year, 
‘809 boys and 82 girls. Seventy per 
cent, or 680 were unemployed. When 
fo this fs added that 87 per cent, or 
‘863 were involved in thieving in one 
form or another it 1s obvious that 
many are driven in wrongéloing| 
by lack of means to maintain a 
livelihood. Of the total of 981, 
‘201 or 26 per cent. hed had 
previous convictions. Six had as 
many as eight previous convietions, 
2% had three, "62 had two. ar 
142 had one. It fs obvious there is 
a field for preventive work. 
“Beginnings have been made in a 
programme aimed to prevent further 
lapses. From April, 1940, one week- 
ly visit, ond from October, two 
weekly visits have been paid by the 
specially qualified social’ worker to 
the Reformatory in the Shanghai 
Municipal Gacl. The aim is to 
Interview young people, to under- 
stand causes of delinquency and to 
offer them help and friendly advice 
fon thelr release.

[HE Shanghal Municipal Council at its meeting yesterday adopted 
the Terms of Service Report of the Special Municipal Economy. 


because wo have reached the unant-| 2° 


‘mous conclusion that under existing 
circumstances, considering both the 
past curtailment of the staff's benefits 
‘and the present rising costs of living, 
it would’ be detrimental to the Ser- 
vice and unfair to the staff to intro- 
Guce further economies at thelr ex- 
pense, 

We did not attempt to revise the 
‘basic seales of pay; those introduced 
in 1991 and modified by tho Staff 
Economy Committee in 1037 had: 
stood the test of a stable period and 
we judged. the present time, when 
both Internal and external values of 
‘our currency are uncertain, quite In. 
appropriate for the calculation of 
new scales, For similar reasons we 
id not try to pass any final judgment. 
‘on the latest adjustments in the Tem 
porary High Cost of Living and Rice 
‘Allowance granted to municipal em-| 
Ployees but a comparison of these 
‘with current cost of living indices| 
suggests that they are by no means 
‘excessive. 


On the Low Side 

‘We have in mind that the basic pay 
of the majority of municipal em 
ployees 1s on the low side by com- 
parison with that offered for other 
employment in Shanghai and that this 
difference is only justited by the 
prospect of security and continuity of| 
service and of adequate retirement 
benefits, In the ealeulation of which 
the exchange guarantees are the most 
important item for the foreign staf 
engaged in the past. We cannot 
‘withhold the comment that the stabil. 
ity and the standard of the Municipal 
Service is vitally affected by the 
staff's estimate of these prospects—a 
point to be borne in mind in connec 
tion with the successive appointments 
of various-styled economy committees 
‘during recent years; about 48 per 
cent, of the Municipal Budget of Ex- 
penditure for 1040 is devoted to staff 
salaries snd allowances (excluding 
pensions) and the appointment of 
ublie committees of investigation in. 
evitabij arouses apprehension that 
savings will be sought chiefly at the 
‘expense of the Council employees. 

We examined the circumstances| 
under which the Counell granted 
special terms of service including an 
‘annual salary of U.S.$7,500 to the

We are 
Supremely confident of victory. We 
have gained moral superiority in the 
air to match Our sea supremacy, and 
we expect to Invade Europe and to 
march Into Berlin if it takes us three 
or more years.” 

‘Mr, Knudison then rose and thank- 
‘ed the Association for the invitation, 
remarking that It was a gréat plea- 
ure for hum to present a Norwegian 
flag, which "is a token of the good 
nelghbourship which exists between 
‘our two nétions, and a symbol of the 
high ‘esteom which we Norwegians 
feol for the RAF. and the splendid 
‘work they are’ doing.”

"The speaker observed that Tonkin 
Is rich In minerals, Anam in frults, 
timber and silk, I,ios in teak forests 
‘and cattle raising’ and Cochin-China 
surpastingly rich in rice felds. The 
heart blood of French Indo-China are 
the Red River and the Mekong River. 
It is these that have brought pro- 
spority to the Annamese. 




















‘Material Benefits From French 
It would be dificult to over-estimate! 
the material benefits that have accrued 
to Indo-China through the advent of 
the French, he sald. Free schools and 
colleges have been provided, — and 
there is_a distinguished university in 
Hanol, Scholarships have been given, 
Free hospitals have been opened. 
Groat stretches of railroad have been 
Dullt, Good roads intersect the coun- 
try in every direction and there 
{san excellent postal and telegraph- 
ig system. Possibly the French 
Government is the most paternal 
Government in the world, 

‘A’ Japan-Indo-China agreement 
was made on September 22-23, 1940, 
‘in which Japan recognized the’ terri- 
torial integrity of French Indo:China 
‘and French sovereignty over all parts 
Of the states forming that Union. It is 
hhok yet known what effect this! 
will have on future developments.

Recorded deaths were in consequence 
comparatively low, and are likely to 
remain so as long as the fine weather 
Tats. 
‘A slight increase in typhus fever 
was noted, but the fgures are too 
small as yet to be significant. 


Drive on Dring Addicts 


‘The beggar camp which was near- 
ing completion during this month 
will, it is hoped, remove from the 
streets the large number of diseased 
drug addiets who frequent the alley 
ways of the central and other dis- 
{rlets. “It ig these persons and not 
the prosperous and well fed profes 
slonals who interest this Department, 
singe these unfortunate persons are a 
Souree of danger to others as well 
as to themselves. 

ny no doubt are victims of the 
Je events of the last few yoars 
and there may well be hoped that 
2 percentage of the younger ones 
will be rehabilitated and become use 
ful eltizens. ‘The other nulsanee type 
of professional beggar docs not 50 
realy concern the department, and 
many of the diseases from which 
such persons appear to be suffering 
are either entirely assumed or gross 
ly exaggerated and. frequently are 
readily curable conditions. 

Whilst the unfavourable conditions 
existing in this town are reasonably 
well known to this Department, it 
seems necessary to deplore the sus 
gestion that ali coMns dealt with by 
philanthropic societies are deaths duc 
fo exposure and/or starvation. Owing 
to high costs and .other dimeulties 
many of the poorer classes. tend 
to allow their burlal expenses to be 
taken over by such societies and 
thus place coffins and oven corpses 
roughly wrapped in public places 
Hence a large proportion of the ex- 
Bosed corpses may be said to have 
led of natural ‘causes (especially 
in the case of infants). Nevertheless 
no great satisfaction can be felt at 
the ‘conditions of this town and the 
camp can be regarded a an urgent 
necessity. 

Food Division 

Markols and Bakerles—Despite the 
slight general increase in the prices 
ofall market commodities, business

8117, on" duty in the Alabaster- 
Kansuh “Roads area, saw two suspi- 
clous-looking | characters carrying 
several articles of clothing, Thinking, 
that these clothes might have been 
stolen. the C.P.C. stopped the two

‘One of the detained men, however. 
immediately ‘produced "a pistol and 
pointed it at the police constable, 
@emanding that the latter hand over 
hig service gun to him. ‘The police- 
‘man, (o gain time. started pleading 
‘with the Mesperadoes and when the 
chance came pushed the armed man 
down and fell on him. drawing his

‘Although situated ina locality 
where squalour and drabness thrive, 
the eamp was immaculately cleon 
Little seemed to have been left un- 
done to provide the necessary food 
pnd. shelter to keep body and soul 
together, Despite the occurrence of 
the Spring Festival, life was con~ 
Linuing ite normal course at the camp 
where a number of wails wero ale 
{ending classes while the children of 
many other Chinese outside were 
Tuxurlating in the happy surround- 
ngs of home, with all the pleasures 
‘ond joys attending the annual Chi- 
nese New Year festivities in a Chi- 
nese household. 

“Mantao” or Chinese bread was the 
only other luxury doled out to the 
Inmates of the camp which reminded 
them of the arrival of the great an- 
nual holiday. ‘The indigents were 
housed in twenty huts whieh, inelud- 
Ing the school and office of the camp 
‘and playground, oceupy an areage of 
fifteen mow of land, 


‘A Contented Lot 


Five hundred and ninety-cight of 
the indigents were men, 241 women, 
153 boys and Gl girls, who were 
housed separately in "the twenty 
houses provided for them, which 
were devold of all furniture except 
single and double-decked | bamboo 
beds and blankets made of coarse 
material. In a hut occupied by. the 
‘aged and infirm, the Inmates were 
‘een warming themselves by lying 
in bed, rolled in their blankets. 
Interrogated, many of the inmates 
expressed thelr gratitude for the 
shelter provided for them and ap- 
eared to be quite contented with 
their cheerlesé lot. A score of the 
men were huddled together outside 
the office of the camp, while others 
held converse in small groups and 
‘appeared greatly amused over the 
arrival of a visitor. 

















Most of the inmates were render- 
a homeless and destitute. by” the 
ostilities and mass migration from 
districts affected by” the fighting, 
while the homes of others were de 
stroyed or rendered untenable ‘by 
partial destruction, ae 
‘The Chinese in charge of the camp 
were civillly itself.

mitiances from countries within the 
sterling bloc to those outside was 
bound to come and with this prineiple 
during war-time one cannot disagree. 


Regulations Harsh 
+ ‘The general regulations, however, 
regarding such remittances appear to 
tus to have been harshly interpreted 
by the authorities in the Straits, who 
. have ruled that remittances must be 
based on the average amount of 
profits remitted during the three 
years 1037-39. As It appeared to your 
Girectors and secretaries that this 
interpretation would inflict unnecess| 
sary hardship upon a large number 
of shareholders resident in China, 
immediate and strong representations 
were made to the authorities here, 
well as in the Straits through your 
agents in Penang, with a view to 
having modifications made, 
Until a decision is reached, it 
would seem inadvisable to consider 
‘other method of disposing of the 
assets of the company at present held 
in the Straits, as we are still hopeful 
that our representations to the au- 
thorities may meet with some suc- 
cess, aay 
‘The report of tho directors, pub- 
Ushed with the accounts, gives full 
Information as to acreage, te. and 
It Is not my intention to add to these 
details as shareholders are no. doubt 
more interested in what is being done 
to ensure the earning power of thei 
ssets being maintained and possibly

New, Planting 

Since 1997 the company has carried 
out on Paya Kamunting new planting.

Dairies and Licence Fees 


‘To the Editor of the 
“Nonru-Cina Dany News" 


‘Sim —Quite unexpectedly I find my- 
self bringing forward on amendicent 
ebout dairies. I am directly in- 
terested in (hese most useful under- 
takings only os a consumer of their 
produets, mike and cream. 

‘The situation is brought about by 
the curious state of affairs in Sharg- 
hai whereby the dairies who pay 
‘their full rates and taxes but are 
‘almost all situated outside the Seitle.| 
ment limits have no vote and thus 
thelr representatives have no rights 
of any kind at a Ratepayers Meeting. 

‘Thus they could not present their 
‘own case, they could not find a “Big 
Shot” who was willing to oppose 
the Counell, and others also refused, 
so find myself taking up a case 
which T think is a good one though 
comparatively strange to me. 

‘Milk is a product which is con- 
sidered to be essential for children, 
invalids and many other people. It 
may be considered that the progress 
of a community may to a consider- 
fable extent be gauged by the quality 
and quantity of its milk supply. 
‘Until recent years Shanghai was not 
‘well served in this respect and that 
Wwe now have a number of first-class 
dairies is a matler calling for selt- 
congratulation. 

Tn a sense a dairy may be called a 
fectory producing milk, and on this 
‘basis the cow would be considered 
as part of the machinery, | it cer- 
{tainly constitutes the chief capital 
investment. Now the Council has 








decided tp select this industry for 


“| this part of an uncertaking 


taxation on Its machines and 
capital by imposing an annual tax 
per animal. ‘The principle of taxing 

is an 
‘unusual one, especially in Shanghai, 
if it were correct, then one could 
Imagine that colton mills should pay 
‘on cach Spindle, etc. ete. 

‘There are a number of -other 
‘arguments against the Council's. pro- 
osal which I have condensed as 
euch as possible. 

‘The Land Regulations do not give 
the Couneil authority to issue dairy 
icences outside the Settlement and 
this one consideration is probably 
cnough to invalidate the whole sug- 
gestion. 

‘The dairies alreay considerably. 
‘well municipal finances by their 
direct payments of rates besides other | 
Indjrect contributions such as vehicle 
icenees, ete. It is thus quite in- 
correct ‘to state, as the Council do, 
thatthe dairies only contribute $700 
to SMC. funds. 


All imported cattle, a lot of tho 
fodder, all the bottles and many 
ddments have to pay full import 
‘duty and on this the’ Council gels 
wharfage dues, an indireet: contribu- 
tion to the Revenue which should not 
be" ignored, An Interesting point| 
hhere is that in most countries im- 
ported stock for breeding or dairy 
purposes is allowed in duty free, the 
object being the dairymen's encour- 
‘agement in improving thelr stock. 

In most civilized communities the 
‘authorities do their utmost to en- 
‘courage dairies to produce more and 
Detter milk and in cases where there 
are special diMeulties subsidies are 
granted. I am told that there are 
ho places where taxes of the type 
now proposed by the SM.C. are! 
imposed. 

In November 1940 the Municipal! 
Gazette contained a staff economy, 
report on dairies. This stated that as 
‘some $55,000 was spent annually in| 
inspecting dairies ané providing 
service for them in the laboratory, 
therefore a part of this cost should 
bbe recovered by charging a fee on 
the cows directly. It seems to. me 
that the guarantee’ by the municipal- 
ity to the public of pure milk is as 
much oF more of a public duty as the| 
service of the pathological laboratory 
whieh provides free examination for 
communicable diveases, ‘The preven- 
ion of the spread of disease is surely 
as Important as its treatment after 
it has occurred! 

‘The statement that because dairies! 
are commercial undertakings making] 
largo profits and also that the pro- 
posed tax only amounts to about 





ir-| half of one per cent. on gross sales. 


the tax should be paid, has in my 
‘opinion no bearing. Why not tax 
every business that is thought to be 
profitable? Anyhow, you will remem- 
ber that one well-known dairy  last| 
year declared a dividend of 5 pe: 
Surely not excessive! The economics! 
of the dairies are at present in 
very delicate state and nothing should | 
be done that might eause any of| 
them to become dissatisfied to the| 
extent of reducing their output. 
‘Additionally there is a great and 
‘continuous mortality risk. Cows seem. 
to be strangely delicate ‘and subject 
to infectious discase, a herd may be| 
Aecimated in 9 night and a position 
which appeared to be _ prosperous | 
turned to a financial disaster. 

‘The services alleged to'be rendered! 
by the Counell to the dairies are in 
fact rendered to the public and not 
to the dairies, Each dairy hes its 
‘own -veterinary surgeon who 
Sculaies and treats continuously. All| 
the Couneil does is to check up on 
results in order that the public shall 
be protected from possibly impure 
foodstuffs, an@ this I maintain is a 
public service, ft should be at the 

bile cost. 

PiMy information has been supplied 
by experts in dairy business and the| 
Tegal aspect! was furnished by a 
leading local lawyer. 

In view of the reasons given I am 
moving on amendment to exclude 
Gaities from the proposed. tax. The

‘After reading an account of the 
proceedings of yesterday's meeting in 
your esteemed paper this morning I 
‘come to the conclusion that it is high 
time that the ratepayers put aside 
politics for a while and look into the| 
Totter with unbiased reasoning. 

‘The Shanghai Municipal Council 
‘has a tremendous deficit of 20 million 
dollars. While I agree with the| 
chairman that delaying facing the 
situation will only increase the rate 
payers’ burden later, T think it is uns 
fair to expect to mect this defell 
entirely by. inereased taxation ‘with4| 
out effort being made {0 enforce 
economies in the administration it- 
self, 1 am convinced that, a mere in-| 
‘crease of taxation of 40 per cent. or| 
‘even of 60 per cent. without a deter- 
mined effort to effect real economy 
will never solve the problem suecesss| 
fully. 

To effect economy the Counelt must 
try to do away with what in view of 
this tremendous defleit must now be 
termed unnecessary luxuries. Among| 
these luxuries the Municipal Orches-| 
tra’ deserves first mention, ‘This 
orchestra gives a performance once a 
week to a limited audience at. the| 














invariably I notice that more or tess 
the same crowd of people go there, 
Since the Lyceum Theatre has only 
a very smail seating capacity this 
group of music lovers cannot repre~ 
sent more than a most insignificant 
fraction of the ratepayers of the 
Seltlement, Yet the Shanghai Muni 
cipal Couneit has to expend annually 
ahuge sum of money in order to 
provide them with the luxury of a 
full orchestra while many if not the 
majority of the ratepayers find it 
difieult to even live from hand to 
‘mouth. 

‘The salaries and allowances granted 
to the foreign employees, especially 
the so-called pivot boys, are ridi- 
cculously high. It seems’ that the 
high “standard of thelr treatment 
which apart from salaries and allow= 
ances includes superannuation, medi- 
eal and. hospital expenses, ’spectal 
Brants for home leaves, otc, has been 
‘maintained regardless of the Anancos 
of the Shanghai Municipal Council. 
Salaries paid on the basis of pound 
sterling should be a thing of the past. 
‘The revenues of the Shanghal Muni- 
cipal Counell are collected in Chinese 
Curreney. Why in. these dimeult 
and stringent times should the salaries 
‘of the privileged employees. still be 
based on pound sterling? The rate- 
payers cannot. afford it, Anything 
that the ratepayers have not the 
means to pay for becomes a luxury. 
‘The Shanghai Munieipal Couneit has 
Jearned its lesson, A system should 
henceforward be introduced whereby 
the highly paid foreign employees 
should gradually be displaced by well 
trained Chinese who are willing to 
do the same work at much lower 
‘salaries. It has been argued that un- 
Jess the serviees of this privileged 
class of employees are retained the 
efficiency of the administration will 
drop. But does the administration 
realise that the proposed 40 per cent. 
increase in taxation on the top of 
overcharges of the various utilities 
companies, as for instance the 250 
per cont, overcharge of the Gas Com~ 
pany, will wellénigh bankrupt many 
‘of the small businesses who after all 
represent the majority of the rates 
payérs and thus throw out of employ- 
ment a large number of the popula. 
tion of the Settlement? These small 
business people ‘have already to 
struggle very hard for their existence, 
When they are forced out of legi- 
timate ‘business, these people will 
gradually be driven by starvation to 
brigandage. This will surely cause 
the efficiency of the administration 
to drop, 

1 think 1 am correct in saying that 
in the minds of many ratepayers an, 
extremely unsatisfactory state. of 
affairs exists in the administration 
with regard to the grant of allow= 
ances for high cost of living, ‘The 
‘almost flat rate of allowance ‘based 
on the salaries calls for a good deal 
of eriticism. “It works most unfairly 
fon the smait salaried employees who 
barely get enough rice money from 
thelr allowances while the high 
salaried employees can afford to on- 
Joy all kinds of luxuries with their 
huge allowances, 

Tt ig an undeniable fact that al 
though the majority of the population 
have suffered and are stilt suffering 
from the war, there are people who 
have made and are still making en- 
ormous fortunes as a result of this 
war. T would like the Shanghai 
‘Municipal Counell to consider the 
possibility of enforcing a tax on pro- 
‘it, Why’ not tax the rich to relieve 
the burden of the poor? 

‘We Chineso as a race are more 
peaceful and are not in the habit of 
Shooting the Chairman in voicing our 
‘complaint against the burden of taxa- 
tion imposed by tho Shanghal Munt- 
cipal Counell, But as Mr, Hayashi 
pointed out at the meeting the Ching 
ese who shoulder the greater part of 
the munielpal tax burdens are groan- 
ing under the ond. It is sincerely 
oped that the authorities of the 
Shanghai Municipal | Couneil, will

As to the conditions of the 
people living in that area Iam sure 
T'know more than does A Fontzcxen. 
‘A Fonsioxen (if he is a bona fide 
foreigner) sald he has lived in Hong- 
kew and many other places under 
Japanese control for one year, but, 
after having gone over his. lengthy 
Totter, I could not but doubt that 
‘either A Foreioxer has not lived in 
that area at all o he has lived there 
only with eyes shut, though to say 
that he is possibly one of those de- 
spleable hack writers who receive both 
Jorders and salary from thelr masters 
Would be more to the point, All the 
‘same, In any case his opinions a 
bound to be highly prejudicial. 

First he emphasized that the re- 
aidents of the Settlement are paying 
heavier taxation than do those living 
In Hongkew. ‘To a layman, this is 
absolutely. believable, for the rates| 
‘are actually lower in Hongkew than 
Ih the Concession and the Settlement. 
‘But T know more than this, Tithes: 
under varied ‘names imposed on the 
people ‘by the so-called committees 
‘nd’ manifold organizations are far 
freater than double the amount of 
faxation, to say nothing of the 
special, "fees charged by, the tax: 
collectors at will. do not deny that 
fome of the high Japanese officials 
fore of a nobler character and are 
trying to play a benevolent role to 
their subjugated Chinese subjects, but 
‘under no conditions can they control 
the squeeze of the under-oficiats and 
of their Chinese employees, which is 
the most hated of the people. 

‘Secondly, ho sald that the prices ot 
daily supplies in Hongkew are much 
lower than in the Coneession or the 
Settlement. ‘This is true. “Hore he 
gave us the result but failed to tell 
lus the causes. It is needless to in- 
‘dicate who is to be held responsible 
for the abnormal situation, and if A 
Fontioxen does not prelend to be per- 
feclly ignorant, he ought 10. have 
known, “Vegatables, eggs, fish, pork 
‘and other foodstufls are monopolized 
‘and prohibited from coming into the 
Seltlement by special organizations. 
This will naturally Increase the prices 
in the Settlement." Could anything 
‘be more absurd than to condemn the 
‘administration of the authorities of 
the Settlement in this respect? 

‘Thirdly, A. Fonsioxen stressed that 
the Japanese are noted for. thelr 
politeness, and the bow made to the 
Sentry at the Soochow Bridge was in= 
ferpreted to be a sign of courtesy. 
‘No. doubt, “generally” speaking, the 
Japanese are polite. But this can by 
ho means obscure the fact that many 
Japanese soldiers are intolerably im- 
polite and even unreasonably in- 
solent. It is hardly necessary to give 
‘eny Instance of a Japanese standing 
guard at the Soochow Bridge slapping 
pedestrian without the least pro 
vocation, as many may have had’ the 
‘opportunity to see iL A. Fonricxen 
has seen the better side, but failed to 
realize the worse side of the be- 
haviour of the Japanese soldier.

fone thousand yuan for persons 

ambling in public places, of m= 
Prisonment for two years and a 
fine of one thousand yuan for pro- 
fessional gamblers, and of imprison 
ment for three years and a fine of 
three thousand yuan for the keepers 
of such places. And public officers 
‘who shield persons committing these 
offences are liable to penalties of 
half as much again as the actual 
offenders. 

‘To show how seriously English aw 
regards the offence of keeping 8 
‘common gaming-house, I-may men- 
tion that by the Gaming House Act 
of 1854 a fine of £800 may be im= 
posed upon the offenders by a court 
of summary jurisdiction only. 

It must surely be the desire of our 
city fathers to co-operate to the 
fullest extent "with the Chinese

Four seamen from the British 
freighter Carlton, 6,162 tons, which 
was torpedoed in the Atlantic by an 
Hallan submarine on Dee.

In Pacific 
London, Jan. 23 


At a tuncheon yesterday, the Lon- 
@on Correspondent ot the Central 
News Agency of China, Mr. H. D. 
Ling. graphically addressed the 
China ‘Campaign Committee on 
Japan's aims in the Pacifte 

He showed how Japan's position in 
Indo-China, Halnan, Bonin, Caroline 
‘and Marshall Islands disorganizes the 
British ine of defence between 
Singapore and Australia, 

Japan, the correspondent declared, 
was now planning to intervene In the 
undeclared war” between Thailand 
and Indo-China with the object of 
Getting possession of the whole of 
Indo-China and thence extending her 
control over Thailand and especially 
the Kra peninsula, for long the object 
of her desires, 

It must also’ be remembered, the 
correspondent went on, that” the 
Philippines would attain full inde- 
pendence by 1945, and that the Jap- 
anese had been working for many 
years to establish controlling in- 
‘uence there. 

“While the ultimate fate of the 
Pacific depends on Britain emerging 
vietorious over Germany,” Mr. Ling 
sald the Dutch East Indies and China 
constituted Britain's first line of de- 
fence in the Far East, and urged that 
everything possible should be done 
to help China, 

‘There are stil some people in 
England," he added, “who faney that 
the Sino-Japanese’ war could be 
settled by compromise, Such peace 
will only be temporary, The Chinese 
fare fighting for the fundamental prin- 
ciples of right and justice, on which 
they will never give in.”—Reuter.

Magnificent Courage and ‘Spirit of People 
Despite Heavy Attacks ; No Food Shortage 


‘Shanghai, Jan. 18. 


(A. GRAPHIC description of life and conditions in London during 
the air-raidg was given to the “North-China Daily News” yes- 
terday by a German lady who has just arrived here from England. 
She left in the middle of November, when the raids were at their 
height, although the first-fury of the attack was dying down, and 
people were able to look about and see how much damage had 


been done. 


She told of the magnificent spitit of the people, the 


splendid way in which they stood up to the attack, never com- 
plaining or giving way, arousing the admiration of the world. 


‘The lady, Who has been resident in 
London for several years, was parti- 
ularly impressed by the way In 
which shop-assistants, artisans, and 
other workers went about thelr busl~ 
ness as though nothing had 
happened, despite the fact that they 
had” probably only had a few 
minutes of sleep the night before. 
‘Many were’ working extra hours, 
especially those engaged on war 
‘work, yot there was never a com- 
plaing, but always a cheery smile and 
fa kind word for someone who had 
suffered misfortune, 

‘She sald that the damage to bulld= 
ings although heavy, was not as 
great as might have been expected 
from the persistency with which 
London, was attacked by the ‘Lult- 
‘waffe, The eiciency of the A. R. P. 
workers, especially in dealing with 
Incendiary bombs, saved much that 
would otherwise have been lost, 


Lack of Sleep 


‘The most terrible aspect of the 
ralds, she sald, was that for week 
‘alter’ week it was impossible to et 
4 full night's sleep. ‘The German 
polley of “nuisance” raids where 
there was no full fledged attack, had 
fa certain effect, although not nearly 
yo-much as they hoped for. ‘Th 
result of “this lack of sleep wi 
noticeable in Increased nervousness 
fand.

When the stations were 
‘opened at 4 o'clock they were soon 
full of people with pillows and x 
endeavouring to make themselves 9s 
comfortable as possible in the elr~ 
cumstances, 

Conditions inside the 
howover, wore far from pl 
the lack’ of proper arrangements’ for 
‘the accommodation of large numbers 
of people made itself felt. 

‘The West End of London suffered 
most, many famous shops and build 
ings’ belng gutted by large. bombs. 
At one time there was. not one 
unbroken window to be seen down 
‘one well-known shopping street, the 
lady "said. “Frequently, however, 
when it happened: that the front of 
8 shop was damaged, business. went 
‘on as usual through the back doors. 
Buses throughout London carried on 
during the roids, as though nothing 
were happening, running in the night 
until 12 ‘o'elocic. ‘Tube trains also 
continued to run during the day, 
although in the night they were 
stopped. 





























Accustomed to Sirens 

Londoners rapidly became accust 
tomed to the warning sirens, often 
continuing to shop and walle ‘around 
as though nothing were happening. 
Ladies bought tin helmets instead of 
the latest Paris fashions, and carried 
thelr gas masks in snappy containers

LETTER received here recently from England is full of the 

quiet confidence and determination which is universal at 
home despite the heavy raids on various parts of the country, 
“There is no need for you or any other exiles away from the 
‘Mother Country to worry about us at home, as we are all well 
[catered for in food and materials, and have practically everything 
‘one could desire in spite of the necessary rationing of certain com- 


modities,” writes the correspondent. - He describes a long drive to 
the South Coast, in which he only saw one evidence of damage in| 


120 miles. ‘The letter follows:—

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ENGLAND’S GREAT SPIRIT 
By O.M, Gazew 


Those who live in cities where lights do 
not have to be put out can hardly imagine 
what a town is like without them. We are 
& cheerful people and the spirit in which| 
London has taken both blackout and bombs 
as testified by all our visitors is amazing, 
But it is not pleasant to grope your way in 
pitch dark streots, which are made worse by 
the tiny carefully’ hooded lights of buses and| 
cars, to feel for the pavement’s édge, to hear| 
voices and not to know where they come| 
from till you bump into the speakers, I re~ 
member Feading of a party who had spent 
the winter far up in the Arctic, When the 
sun at last peeped over the horizon they all 
‘beeame hilarious, slapped each other on the 
back, Iaughed uproariously at the feeblest 
Jokes. So we shall be glad to have more of 
the sun rejoicing as a giant to run his course. 

“Apropos, the “Daily Express” has published 
a striking article by Senor del Pozo, who was 
sent here in September by General Franco] 
to report on our prospects. He came filled 
up with German propaganda which gets all 
the space in Spanish newspapers, quite sure 
that our days were numbered. He says that 
he is going back to tell General Franco that 
Hier cannot win. He has been allowed to| 
see everything he wanted to see and finds| 
that ‘our output of war material has been| 
very little affected by the alr-raids, though 
he finds them worse than anything Spain 
endured, But Senor del Pozo believes that! 
falr-ralds “are useless towards winning the 
war, ‘They have failed to destroy or impair| 
the spirit of your people.” He speaks of the 
fun that goes on night after night in dance 
clubs and hotels, and is particularly impress 
ed with the plentifulness of food. To prove| 
that this is not only applicable to rich people 
he is taking back to Spain several menus: 
from cheap eating places. Senor del Pozo 
concludes: 

“have seen Britain stage a comeback] 
which we in Spain did not expect. She has 
the means andthe determination to wage a 
Jong war and to fight to the end for vietory.” 
Questions were recently asked of Mr, 

Bevin, Minister of Labour, about unofficial 
strikes in munition factories promoted by| 
shop. stewards, Mr. Bevin admitted that! 
there had been some, though fortunately with, 
the most trifling ‘effect on output. Mr. 
Bovin said that he had not yet taken any’ 
legal action, as he was confident that the 
trade ‘union Teaders "would deal with. the| 
matter, and he preferred voluntary settle 
ments to any attained by force.

‘This interests me the more because T ha 
lately been having a good deal of conversa~ 
tion with a workman (not any Government 
work) who has a good post which in all 
probability is a lifetime job. Yet he is 
Bit of a Bolshie.” He tells me of a “peopl 
convention” which is expected to meet in 
Manchester shortly, T asked what it wanted, 
and he replied "A People’s ‘Government, 
then we can come to an understanding with 
Russia and get in touch with the German. 
people and make peace.” He also said that 
the working class wouldn’t stand being told 
that they must work on this job or that, and 
ko where they were told. 

T suggested that many of the working class 
fare making undreamt of money in compara- 
tive safety, while millions of our soldiers, 
sailors and airmen are in hourly peril for 
two bob a day, and what did he thinke would 
become of the working-class if it let them 
down? At which he boggled for an answer. 
Tam perfectly sure from contact with men 
who know the working-class intimately, that 
this man is in no way representative of the 
overwhelming majority. But he is an in~ 
structive example of a certain type which is 
captivated by windy phrases, such as “a 
People’s Government” which does not seem 
very different from a government elected by 
the people. No harm has been done yet, 
But one would like to know who are the 
originators of the “settled policy” to which 
Mr, Bevin alludes, 

‘The Government's scheme of war raid 
insurance is a very complicated measure 
which will cause enormous controversy be 
fore it becomes law. In its simplest form 
itis easy enough. “If, for example, you own 
& house worth £1,600 with a schedule A. 
(income-tax) assessment of £50 a year, you 
pay 2s. in the 2, that is £5 a year.

The opinion of insurance 
people is that the premiums are very high. 
But it cannot be denied that the damage 
already is high too and there will certainly 
be more. But the fight wili come over’ 
details. Already “supposititious cases have 
been put forward in Parliament which the’ 
scheme does not appear to cover. 


If Great Britain is over-populated we are’ 
certainly doing our best on the roads to cor- 
rect Nature's exuberance. During November | 
1,146 people were killed in ‘traffic accidents 
‘as compared with 926 in November last year. 
Contrast with this the average monthly 
number of air-raid deaths, which has dropped 
gince September from something over 6,000 
to something over 4,000. It would seem that] 
Hitler's best chance of vanquishing us would 
be to present everyone in the country with 
fa free motor car. Most deaths occur as you 
might expect in the dark, but what is so 
extraordinary is that the total number of! 
daylight deaths in October and November’ 
this year was half as big agoin as in the 
same two months last year. It would be 
interesting to know what the word “daylight” 
denotes. 

‘Most motorists will agree that the most] 
trying time for driving is in the half light] 
after sunset. Under these conditions, in a 
country road overhung with trees it often is 
impossible to see pedestrians until one is| 
right upon them and even when good paths 
fare provided for them they have an invin- 
elble preference for walking on the roads. 
Still I suppose it is going a bit far to kill 
off the offenders in order to give other people 
a lesson. 

Among the minor inconveniences of life 
may be mentioned some difficulty of late in 
getting our favourite brands of cigarettes and, 
to a lesser degree, of tobacco. There is 
nothing about which man is so conservative 
‘a5 what he smokes, nor so aggrieved if he. 
cannot get what he is used to. There is in 
fact no shortage of tobacco in England, but 
the familiar excuse of distribution, which’ 
covers everything from coal to capons, is| 
given for the shortage in some districts. 

‘A further explanation is that manu~ 
facturers are rationed and in turn ration| 
the areas they sérve. In the “safe” districts 
‘the population has increased so enormously 
that: everything tends to run short. I am’ 
told that conditions in Oxford nowadays are 
perfectly beastly. A young couple were 
ordered there some time ago, he being in 
some Government. department. ‘They could 
not get accommodation anywhere. He! 
eventually was taken in by a man friend, 
the wife simply had to return to her people. 
She describes the overcrowding in Oxford as. 
foul and the prices worse. 

‘Apropos of smoking, it fs reported that 
‘manufacturers are hunting for some substitute 
for bruyére root, from which briar pipes are 
made, as most of the stocks of bruyére are 
“frozen” in France, which has virtually a 
monopoly of this wood. Laurel root has been 
tried and rhododendron; the latter appears 
nearest 70 bruyére, but it is not a good sub- 
stitute. Cherrywood also comes from the 
Continent. Well, there are still thousands of 
Pipes in the shops and with tobacco at its 
Present price—is. 8%d. per ounce for what. 
before 1914 cost 4%4d.—one has to economize 
in smoking, so that a pipe's lifetime is longer. 








STRAY NOTES 


Jan. 18—Fish stories are a bit outside my 
line of country, but the followin, taken from 
fan English Magazine just received, is worth 
‘mentioning to dwellers in this elty. It seems that 
fa fishmonger in Sevenoaks, cutting up a 16| 
ound salmon from the Severn area, found in 
its stomach an old steel rasp (of the kind used 
for setting saws) about 7 Inches long and welgh~

filled with wonder as to how this plece of steol 
came to be swallowed by the salmon, an¢ 
friend of his, being a Keen sherman, and 
‘equally astonished at this unusual stomach-con- 
tent, wrote to the magazine suggesting that, "it 
the ‘Ash took it when’ somebody threw it ai 

in the river, it looks as if our small baits are 
Ja little unnecessary"; then another correspondent 
pointed out that a salmon would not be likely 
to pick up a rasp from the bottom of the river, 
and as the fish cannot be imagined selzing a 
swift-sinking object of this nature, it" seems 
possible that somebody put it there after the fsh 
‘was dead. Thus the problem resolves itself into 
this: did a Severn salmon sold in Sevenoaks 
selze a swift-sinking steel used for setting saws 
or was the steel inserted in the  salmon's 
stomach? And the answer is just too easy for 
‘any old Shanghai resident. Years ago when 
steel was cheap, and a few extra cents were 
worth about a modern dollar, it was almost a 
custom of the port to stick a ten-inch marll 
spike (or something of that sort) into the 
throat and stomach of any expensive fish sold 
‘by welght at the door....and, sad to relate, the 
fish were mostly alive when purchased: "and 
‘there was never any doubt in the minds of our 
cooks just how and where the fish had acquired 
the steel....for the art of faking weights hes 
been practiced among our fishmongers ever since

Jan, 21.—For the frst time for many years 1 
have ‘come across the winter roosting ground

First I must say that my two 
Quails sleep at nights in a natch of grass quite 
near, a path: each has made a little “form” in

‘The 
next poiot of interest les in the fact 
that ‘the Chinese (and Indians _ too) 
train quails ag fighting birds, and Pere David 
reported how the birds are tamed for training 
by being bathed in warm tea and dried in the 
owner's sleeves before being fed. This handling 
of the birds has apparently led to some mis- 
understanding, as the English book 1 have just 
read states that the Quails in China are carried 
about in winter by the natives to keep their 
hands warm —rs.w. 


Jan, 24—In the midst of our mild January 
weather it is di Meult to picture this as one of 
the mest severe months of the year in England 
where thousands of wild birds lose thelr lives 
almost every year owing to the curious action 
of ice and snow: the latter is not generally fatal 
to birds unless they are caught sheltering in a 
‘confined space and get shut In and starved; it 
Is the ice-storme which eause most of the deaths. 
‘These ice-storms are caused by rain falling from 
a warm layer of clouds through frosty alt 
near the ground, and the consequent havoc 
‘among birds is considerable as a report just 
‘to hand covering January, 1940, in England 
shows. ‘The thlek formation of fee on all trees 
‘and shrubs makes life almost impossible for 
‘all perching birds, and although hundreds 
‘must die of starvation and cold, it is quite 
‘natural that not many bodies of small birds are 
found: all these are quickly snapped up by 
starving mammals or large birds: 1 purposely 
use the words “large birds" instead of “birds 
of prey" because under such conditions in- 
ocent creatures such as Herons are seen to 
selze and eat the small birds. 

Among the familiar perching birds the most 
‘curious cases are reported: Wood Pigeons 2 
found stuck to the trees by thelr feet: in man3 
cases frozen tails refuse to open, to act a3 
‘a brake, and all soris of birds are’ seen erash- 
ng into trees and housetops where they 
would otherwise gracefully alight: Rooks are 
seen folling from trees with thelr wings frozen 
stiff: many small birds lose thelr tails altoge- 
ther, tearing out the feathers in freeing them- 
selves from ice; and curious examples a 
reported of Finches ete. with completely bald 
hheads, showing that they have been frozen 
{into the foliage above them. The brighter side 
fon such occasions is found in the fact that 
many birds migrate to the seaside....where 
the ‘Thrushes, great eaters of sralls in the 
gredens, take a leat out of the book ot the 
holiday-makers and eat winkles instesd—rs.w.

plant en injustice: there is a far worse culprit, 
We had a few pots of that native of the East 
Indies Moschosma riparium in the house a day 
for so ago and what a mess the flowers made! 
On arrival, the nettle-like-leaved plant looked 
very charming with its terminal spikes of small 
whitish flowers. Whether the eats were attracted 
by their «musk odour or not, we do not know ; 
but we do know that the small fowers were 
all over the room in a short space of time 
Perhaps the cats did assist the Sowers to fall 
from our plants ; but, all the sime, we feel that 
the moschosma is not one of the best plants to 
use for house decoration. We notice that the 
soreatled Japanese Plum blossom is makin 
‘Aine display in many local gardens these days: 
despite the fact that this tree Is called Prunus 
Japontea by some people, It is native to Chine. 
Wilson refors to it as Prunus salicina and it was 
adopted as China's National Flower some time 
‘ago, This tree often blooms unscen in many 
gardens, it flowers at a time when it is generally 
nicer to sit near the fire than walk around the 
garden: this year weather conditions are dif- 
ferent from usual and in those gardens where 
the tree is planted against an evergreen back- 
‘ground, it is very protly. It is not a tall grower 
‘and it is Hable to be hidden, in time, by 














spanese Apricot (Prunus Mume) 
thelr appearance in all the flower 
ps, trained into various shapes by tying 
down, the flowers of the latter species are 
Scented and most decorative. Those who do not 
lke trainied plants in the house, are advised to 
cut all the strings: we always do this and the 
plants are then quite attractive—W.J.K.
